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Anyone who read the newspapers will have noticed banner headlines the 
other week proclaiming "Jobs boost for Drumchapel" or "Drumchapel in 
cash Bonanza" What does it All Mean? Well in the words of that wee 
magician "not a lot". The content of the article was suitably vague 

about what will actually happen, but two absolute facts emerge 

One both Regional and District Councils have agreed on a 'corporate 
plan' for Drumchapel. This means that officials of both Councils will 
actually talk to each other. Yes, they both actually speak English!!! 
Two an executive at approxamately £23,000 per year will be created with 
the lucky applicant being named "Mr. Drumchapel" (a sort of Peel Glen 
version of Jimmy Savilie) . 

There will be no new industries attracted to Drumchapel, no new jobs 
and definately no "cash bonanza". It would appear, in fact, that this 
is simply yet another "jobs for the boys" excercise designed to look 
good in the press but achieve nothing on the ground. It seems that both 
Councils are under constant pressure to produce something, anything in 
fact that will go some way towards easing the presssures of life in 
places like Drumchapel. 

This "Economic and Social Initiative is simply the latest of them. 
Before going public with the new initiative, various community workers 
and housing workers from both authorities were taken to a plush Ayr- 
shire retreat where they were primed on the "joint approach". 
The purpose of this Jamboree is unclear, but it is believed that the 
! intention was to inform local workers what the initiative was about 
what it will mean to them, and how it can be put into 
practise. 

If this initiative and the expensive three day 
city of Glasgow residential course that introduced it, is 
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with in alleviating 
problems in Drumchapel.

Eighteen months ago, after a great deal of pressure was put on- the 
Council, a commitment was given that ComPASS Care schemes in Drumchapel. 
Easterhouse and Maryhill would be provided from the main Education Dept. 
budget, staff would be paid at the appropriate wage and rate, this 
financial commitment would then ensure job security for people who could 
be fired at the drop of a hat with no redress. 

Not unusually for the Region however, a series of fudgings and broken 
promises have left ComPASS workers in the abominable position of not 
knowing their future. 

Similarly parents who use the scheme are uncertain as to what they will 
ic if ComPASS were to close. In some circumstances it could mean giving 
lid jobs unless they find somebody else to collect their kids from school 
^nd then look after them for a couple of hours, all day during school 
holidays. 

The Education Dept. will meet later this month to decide on the future of 
ComPASS and it is to be hoped that the outcome is not some sort of 
compromise of keeping the provision -of after-school care but skimping on 
the quality by paying miserly wages. 

ComPAss is needed and staff should be given an unconditional secure 
future which ensures after school provision in Drumchapel for years to

The story of the Goodyear factory since closure in May 1979 is a tragedy 
of Epic proportions with sucessive false starts, dashed hopes and pr-ess 
overreactions. New .prospects are apparently on the horizon but before- 
dealing with this it is useful to look at the recent history of the site. 

May 1979. Closure. Site for sale. £2,800,000 

Oct. 1979- Favior Properties want to build £8,000,000 discount store with 
factory space. 

May 1980. Drumchapel News headline, "Goodyear - A Final Decision Soon". 

May 1981. Drumchapel News headline, "Goodyear - A Final Decision Soon". 

July/August 1981. Favior* appeal (against planning restrictions) refused 
and they wash their hands of the affair. Councillor 
Maria Fyffe is quoted as saying, "This is a prime site 
and will be attractive to industry when they start to 
respond to any future upswing of the economy". 

At the same time rumours abound that the Scottish Development Agency 
might buy the site and leave it empty so as not to interfere with 
Clydebank Enterprise Zone. (As if it would!) Price of site now £2,500,000 

May 1982. Leech Homes, Lynch Builders Ltd. and McLean Homes as a 

consortium want to build 800 houses on the site. This plan falls 
through and demands increase for the S.D.A. to take the site 
into Clydebank Enterprise Zone. 

July/Aug. 1983. Site for sale £1,500,000 

December 1984. The Latest Proposal: 

Agents for Washington House Ltd., the new owners announce a competition 
for Architects to design possible developments on the site. Hopes are 
being raised to an all-time high in the area, prematurely in our opinion. 
We don ! t trust Property Developers, speculators or profiteers an inch 
but we do hope the site can be developed. 

THE PROBLEM IS THAT THE SITE WILL ONLY BE DEVELOPED IF IT CAN MAKE A 

HEFTY PROFIT FOR SOMEONE in the present climate, this seems unlikely 

so don't raise your hopes.

I don't think people realise the power of this 1 
thing called the 'Media' - Newspapers, Radio, 
and Television. When I was a young naive lad I 
mistakenly thought the media in our country was 
at least impartial unlike the totalitarian 
regimes of other countries. Gradually over the 
years I began to question this so called 
impartiality. I now know that you must sift through the outpourings 
from the media to get nearer the truth. One of the first instances I 
encountered of media bias was back at the time of the Heath Government 
Remember, "Heath Out'., Heath Out!". He seems like a big Teddy Bear 
now compared with the Wicked Witch of the South. Yes those halcyon days 
of the early seventies, eighty thousand marched to protest about the 
high levels of unemployment. Six hundred thousand, yes six hundred 
thousand. If a Prime Minister could get unemployment down to the that 
level. He or she would be made a National hero. 

It was at the time of the Tory Governments Rent Act when many councils 
refused to raise rents, these Councils surrendered one by one and 
eventually the Clay Cross councillors were deft in the lurch and fought 
on bravely alone but what was to come. The Tories sent up one of their 
lapdogs to find out why Clydebank District Council hadn't increased 
their rents under the. New Rent Act.- The enquiry was to take place in 
the Clydebank Town Hall. Clydebank folk plus many of the local factory 
workers came to support the council. The audience awaited the arrival 
of the inquisitor from the south. Everyone seemed in good spirits and 
there was a party atmosphere. The police didn't think it was good 
humoured and invited themselves to the party, the gate-crashers stood 
around the edges of the hall, there was about thirty of them from the 
Police Station which used to be next door to the Town Hall in those 
days. To while away the time somebody played the piano, people climbed 
onto the stage and sang songs, among them my brother who sang a 
selection of 'Billy Fury's Greatest Hits', then the Welders Shop 
steward from John Browns much to the delight of the O.A.P.s in the 
audience sang a couple Al Jolson numbers, said welders party piece in 
the Boilermakers Club on a Saturday night. It was sad when this 
frivolity was brought to a halt with the arrival of the Government 
Official. He came onto the stage to be greeted by shop stewards from 
the local factories. Everytime he tried to speak he was greeted with 
cheers and applause as if he was some kind of hero, a strange form of 
protest to say the least. Eventually he was allowed to speak, he went 
on to say he was only doing his job etc. etc. The meeting was 
eventually postponed and we went back to our respective places of toil. 



Can you imagine my surprise and shock when the next day I read in the 
Daily Express that "Workers threaten Government Official with violence- 
There must be some mistake, no there was a picture of shop stewards 
around our man from the south. Threatened with violence, . violence was 
the farthest thing from anybodies mind, maybe they thought ^^^^ 
the singing was torturing him. it was a blatant ^-"-^^^m 
misrepresentation or at best a case of giving someone part j&Sfe^iS^ 
of the story ana making sure with use of lines like * 
"Threats of violence" that the reader could fill in the > <^ J]*? 
rest for himself. I thought to myself, thousands 4 of people N^^^fitf^ 
will be reading this who weren't even there and who couldr:' li^JBB 
even speak to someone who was, they were getting the wrong 1 
end of the stick. If this was just one small example of bias 
reporting, how many times in the past, present and future would stories 
from around the country and the world be wrongly reporteG . Our major 
Newspapers are owned by a handful of people who want to keep the 
working class down and mislead, the Editors reporters must follow the 
dictates of the owner or it's out the door, is this a free press?? 
All through the seventies I noticed these examples of Bias reporting. 
The Television was just as bad, while the Record showed pictures of 
soldiers holding up rats during the dustmens strike, the papers had 
discovered rats in a city thats bred them for years (The two leggec 
and the four legged) a survey of the Dustmens strike showed that of 
the many hours of reporting on the strike, the dustmen only had a few 
small interviews, to put their side of the case, on Television. 
Even now in the midsts of a bitter coal strike the papers and television 
very seldom seem to discuss things like the effects of virtually total 
unemployment on small communities instead they dwell on the violence on 
picket lines. They discuss a sympton and ignore the fear of unemployment. 
Every now and then the truth will surface. I watched a report on 
television the other night on the famine victims in the Sudan. The 
reporter began his report by announcing "There is enough food in the 
World to feed everyone, these people are starving because they are poor 
and can't afford to buy that food". What a revelation! Socialists, that 
much maligned species have been saying as much for years. Here's another 
revelation of a few weeks ago from the news "The cost of the Trident 
Missile Project will rise by four Billion to a staggering nine Billion 
pounds "Now put the two together. Enough food-no-money-starvation-nine 
billion pounds on a weapon of mass destruction-think of all the grain 
that could buy. It would bring tears tae a glass eye .
